time  increased;  and.  moreover,  re- 
stricted ne^  earnings  must  inevitably 
mean  additional  taxes  to  proviile  for 
annual  deficit"  The  ailministration 
of  the  Canadian  National  Railway 
system  is  the  trustee  of  the  people  s 
property.  That  administration  can- 
not and  has  no  desire  to  dictate 
policies,  but  it  would  be  lacking  in 
the  fulfilment  of  its  public  duties  if 
It  did  not  ^alce  these  facts  clear  to 
the  people  of  Caoftda.

Under  the  title  of  "The  Restless 
Pacific."  The  London  Times,  which 
is  the  best  informed  newspaper  in 
the  world  pn  foreign  affairs,  deals 
with  relations  between  the  Unked 
States  and  japan.  It  points  to  the 
remarkable  change  which  haa  taken 
place  'during  the  last  few  months  in 
the  situation  in  the  Pacific,  a  change 
which  has  dimmed  the  bright  hopes 
raised  by  the  Washington  Confer- 
ence. The  action  of  the  American 
Congress  in  making  it  ele.ir  to  Japan 
that  her  people  are  regarded  as 
racially  inferior  to  aU  Ihc  white 
peoples,  has.  as  is  logical,  provoked 
an  outburst  of  feeling  in  Japan.  The 
Times  saya  that  In  Japan  Acre  is  a 
eeneral  state  of  nervous  irritation 
which  has  aroused  among  Americans 
who  are  conversant  with  the  Far  East 
anxiety  and  even  alarm.  "The  Pa- 
cific," says  The  Times,  "is  a  new  and 
highly  important  factor  in  the  politics 
of  the  world."  It  alludes  to  the  pos 
sibility  of  an  .^merican  trade  boycott 
by  the  Japanese,  and  goes  on  to  say: 
Asiatic  and  American  coasts  are 
now  linked  up  by  something  like  a 
nervoas  system  represented  by 
steamship  lines,  cables,  and  all  the 
complex  commercial,  humanitarian, 
and  missionary  interests  for  which 
these  stand.  I'he  vast  Pacific,  not 
so  very  long  ago  but  a  glorious  na 
tural  phenomenon,  has  become  very 
human,  in  a  wholly  new  sense,  be- 
cause it  ia  the  icene  of  a  new  enpcri- 
ment  in  the  intimate  contact  of  dif- 
fering civilizations. 

rhat  is  why  the  changing  phases 
ill     the     relationship     between  the 
United  States  and  japan  are  of  such 
great    importance    t»i    the    worl<l  at 
targe.     It   is  fairly  certain   that  the 
present  phase  of  acute  tension  lie- 
tween  the  two  countries  will  pass 
withoot    any    open    diaturbance  of 
peace.
